Fire progressed into Greenhorn Guich today where OK-BIA-SPA T2IA and AR-BUP-T2IA are providing
structure protection in Branch Il Division W. One structure was lost yesterday but many were saved.

AR-OZF-Caddo Nation T2IA- and AR-OZF-Cherokee Fire Dancer T2IA continue assessing structure
protection needs and creating defensible space around structures on Branch I11 Baker Structure division
and GPS Mark 111 locations. Both crews are in a spike camp without cell phone service.

MS Interagency #2- installing hose lay on division Z and mop up on Placer Fire that is a type 3 incident.

INJURIES:

One person on the OK-BIA-SPA crew was treated for heat cramps and dehydration on the line and then
transported to hospital on 8/15. He was evaluated today 8/16 and returned to ER for additional
treatment. He has been released on medical demob and will travel to home unit 8/17.

Crewmember on AR-OZF-Cherokee was hit by a limb and received a minor cut on his head. He was
treated by medic on site and continued to work the reminder of the day.

MESSAGE:

Three crews are in remote areas without cell service. Two crews working in Branch I11 Baker Structure
Division are in Baker spike camp north of Ketchum ID on Hwy 75.
MS Interagency is camped at Helibase in Idaho City.
